SALOON MEN ARRESTED 



Despondent because of an illness 
which had confined him to his bed for a 
year, George Theilen, 26 years old, 430 
Liberty street, Waukegan Saturday 
night about 10 o'clock drank a quantity 
of carbolic acid, in what is alleged to 
have been an attempt at suicide. He 
waa not succesful. 

His brother, who had been working 
late that night' came home a "few mo- 
ments later and found the acid victim 
writhing in agony on the floor. The 
burned lips and the 'empty bottle with 
the carbolic acid label on the floor told 
the atory all to planly and without wait- 
ing for more of a explanation he hastily 
summond a physician. 

The emetics and nntidotes usually ad- 
ministered in such cases were given 
promptly. An ambulance was sum- 
moned and the man was taken to the 
hospital where other restoratives were 
administered and as a result the man 
rallied and it is said that he will re- 
cover. 

According to friends, Theilen fell on 
the ice about a year and a half ago and 
landed , in such a way that he in- 
jured his leg severely. This injury. has 
kept him in the house nearly all of the 
time ever since and he feared, it is said, 
that he would never be better and might 
be a cripple all his life. 

This preyed on his mind, friends say, 
and caused him to become tired of life. 

Apparently he thought that last Sat- 
urday night was the best time as other 
members of the family were away from 
the house. In some manner he had 
procured a bottle of carbolic acid. 

It is believed that he could not have 
drank much of it. The prompt arrival 
of a physician was all that saved his 
life. Theilen is an extremely well liked 
young man and his many friends regret 
keenly the. deplorable incident 



Waukegan and North Chicago Men Ar- 
rested for Keeping Open Sundays 

Warrants for all of the saloon keep- 
ers of Waukegan except two and for 
all of the saloon keepers of North Chi- 
cago, charging them with keeping 
their saloons open illegally on Sundays, 
were Saturday afternoon placed in the 
hands of Sheriff Elmer Green and hfs 
deputies to serve at once, and they be- 
gan to serve them, at the direction of 
State's Attorney Ralph J. Dady. 

Most of the saloon men immediately 
gave bonds in the sum of $300 each. 
The cases will be tried in the October 
term of the court » 

"And there- will be trials,'- senten- 
tiously stated State's Attorney Dady. 

The saloons will open at their peril 
Sunday, as each Sunday they are open- 
ed constitutes a violation wbich entails 
a fine of $200. 

The capiases issued on the order of 
State's Attorney Dady against the sa- 
loon keepers of Waukegan and North 
Chicago were delivered into the hands 
of Sheriff Green and service was' ob- 
tained upon many of them before 
nightfall. 

The capiases are all returnable in 
bonds of $300 and it is thaught that all 
of the saloon keepers, who are Berved 
with writs will supply bonds, 

The formal charge against all the 
saloon keepers, with the exception of 
two, is "keeping open a tippling house 
on the Sabbath." 

Sheriff Green started at his work in 
the afternoon, serving moat of the 
local saloon keepers before going to 
North Chicago.

STAR PASSES WAUKEGAN 

Waukeganites see Meteor as it Sweeps 
Over the City 
A comet or meteor, which while not 
so large as the farrious Halley's comet 
was considerably more brilliant because 
it was nearer the earth passed over 
Waukegan about 8:30 o'clock Sunday 
evening. It was visible for some min- 
utes to hundreds of people, who, when 
it first appeared to the northwest part 
of the city thought it a Bky rocket or a 
toy balloon. The comet took a south- 
easterly direction and when directly 
above the city did not appear to be 
more than a mile above the earth. As 
the comet reached the eastern side of 
the city it seemed to swoop sharp- 
ly downward and it is thougt it fell into 
the lake a few miles distant from the 
shore. 

The comet was distinct to the naked 
eye and appeared to be a rapidly revolv- 
ing ball of fire about a foot in dinmeter. 
It had a well marked tail which appear- 
ed to be fully ten feet in length. When 
it passed across the heavens the sky was 
Btudded with stars making the night 
brilliant with their light Even with 
this light the comet was clear and threw 
a great radiance about it. Had the 
night been dark the heavenly body 
would have been of extreme brilliancy. 
"A fall of meteors is due about Aug. 
8." said! Rev. Father McHugh of the 
DePaul University, Chicago, "and I 
think this was one of the advance guard 
of those that fall in August/' 

Within the last week three or four 
objects which appeared to have been 
falling stars or meteors of unusual 
brilliancy have been observed. 



One of the oldest landmarks in Lake 
county, the old Gavigan homestead, 
located on Lewis avenue, was razed to 
the ground by fire at a late hour .Tues- 
day afternoon. 

The fire was started by the explosion 
of a gasoline stove, which was being 
operated by Mr. Lee Evans, the occu- 
pant of the house. 

Within a few seconds following the 
explosion of the gasoline, the frame 
building was wrapped by flames. 

Mr. Evans and twq of his neighbors 
made a desperate attempt to save a 
three hundred dollar piano, but were 
compelled to desist in their attempt 
when the piano stuck in the doorway. 

The fire department arrived on the 
scene just as the four walls of the 
building fell in. The department stood 
guard over three surrounding' buildings 
which were endangered .by the flames 
and sparks. 

Mr. Evans, who carried no fire insur- 
ance, lost all his house furnishings. 

When the department arrived on the 
scene,! Evans' two young daughters 
stood at the driveway of their home, 
their heads buried in their arms, ', their 
eyes filled with tears. The girls' 
mother was shopping in Waukegan 
when the fire broke out The destroyed 
building lies just outside of the cor- 
porate limits of the city.

Information has been placed in the 
hands of State's Attorney Ralph Dady 
regarding a North Chicago saloon keep- 
er who is alleged to have sold liquor to 
two young men, both minors, who are 
among the naval recruits now stationed 
at the paval training station at North 
Chicago: The authorities at the station 
are said to have furnished the same in- 
formation to the government and to 
Governor Deneen and it is said that an 
investigation is to be made into the 
charges. 

According to the information that 
has been given out, the two young men, 
both new recruits and fresh from the 
country, entered a certain North Chi- 
cago saloon a few days ago where they 
Becured enough whiskey to make one 
of them beastly drunk. 

On the street car returning to the 
naval station they are said to have be- 
come very disorderly and narrowly 
escaped being put off the car. 



Carl P. Westerfield, county, treasurer, 
acting in behalf of Lake County, has 
started suit in the circuit court for the 
recovery of approximately $300.00 which 
W. E. (Shorty) Miller, former super- 
visor from Liberty ville, 111., is alleged 
to have received on a duplicate Lake 
County order says the Waukegan 
Gazette. 

W. E. Miller, according to his own 
admission, took about $300.00 from the 
county presumably to pay for certain 
work which a committee had in charge. 
Supervisor Myers had previously taken' 
the money to pay the contractors for 
the work performed, and he paid the 
bill, receiving a receipt in return and he 
retained his check and stub which shows 
bis position in the matter. 
! The matter of Miller's connection 
with the affair was kept a secret for 
many months, but theadditors discover- 
ed it andthe Board of Supervisors nam- 
ed a commitee .to force settlement from 
Miller. Mr. Miller, when he learned 
that the matter had been made public, 
rushed into print and claimed that he 
was aware of the fact that he had du- 
plicated on the money, and he swore 
at that time he had refunded the money 
to Fred Ames then county tereasurer. 
Miller said that he had not asked 
Ames for a receipt and had nothing to 
show that he had paid Ames the money, 
The Miller case will probably be heard 
during the October term of the circuit 
court. Ralph Dady, state's attorney, 
is officiating as attorney for Carl P. 
Weterfield on behalf of the county. 

The fact that Fred Ames is away and 
there is no way to communicate with 
him made Miller's statement sound 
rather queerly and caused the members 
of the board to insist that he make 
restitution. 

They point to the fact that in case 
Miller had turned the money back to 
Ames that he should have had enough 
experience to known that such a com- 
plication as duplicating receipts of 
money orders would arise, and therefore 
naturally should have ashed for a re- 
ceipt If such a receipt were produced 
then the amount would be added to the 
shortage in the accounts of Ames. 

Such a receipt has not been produced, 
however, and the supervisors apparent- 
ly feel that Miller should settle the 
amount just as anybody else would be 
compelled to settle in case they claimed 
that they had paid Ames tax money and 
had received no receipt for it 



TRIES TO COMMIT SUICIDE 

Lake Forest Woman Throws Self in,Front 
of Train— Rescued by Bystander 

Crazed apparently from a disease 
from which she had been a sufferer for 
several years, Mrs. Knut Lofzing, 24 
years of age, wife of a laborer at the 
home of M. B. Cummings at Lake 
Forest, attempted to commit suicide by 
throwing herself in front of an ap- 
proaching Northwestern train near the 
main station at Lake Forost Saturday. 

She was prevented from fulfilling her 
purpose by the timely interference of a 
bystander, who seeing the woman throw 
herself on the tracks, jumped and at 
the risk of his own life, pulled the pros- 
trate body from the rails, just in time 
to hear the fast train thunder past. 

Mrs. Knut Lofzing had been ill for 
several years. For the past two or 
three years it has been known that she 
was slightly demented,butshe appeared 
to be able to take care of herself and 
no watch was kept over her. Saturday 
she left the house of the Cummings, 
but nothing was thought of the matter 
and she was not heard of again, until 
she was brought back by a city police- 
man of Lake Forest, to whom she had 
been turned over, when rescued by the 
bystander. 

She was Been to be in a very serious 
condition, and Mrs. Cummings believing 
that the woman would again attempt 
to take her -own life, had her taken to a 
sanitarium where she will be kept until 
she is improved. 



ENGINE GOES IN DITCH 



Huge Steam Roller Plunges Into Ravine 
and is Completely Demolished 

Thomas Long, engineer on a steam 
roller belonging to Cape & Sons, now 
at work at the naval station had one of 
the narrowest escapes from instant 
death Saturday afternoon ever re- 
corded. 

Long had been working with the 
traction engine over by the new hospi- 
tal at the station, and was bringing his 
machine along the south road, when 
right by the side of one of the deep 
ravines one of the connecting rods on 
the engine broke. 

Absolutely out of conrrorth.eTnachine 
veered this way and that, and finally 
toppled over into the ravine, crashed 
into the top of several trees, and at 
last brought up at the bottom and 
turned turtle into the harbor. 

Long hung to the machine as long as 
he could, and upon a shout from his 
foreman, jumped. He was just in time, 
as had he remained a second longer he 
would have gone to the bottom of the 
ravine with the heavy roller on top of 
him. 

The machine was badly damaged- 
The smoke stack was caved in, Beveral 
steam pipes broken, which fact kept 
the boiler from exploding, the governor 
snapped off, and other parts of the ma : 
chine were broken and bent out oi|mape. 
The work of raising the machine again 
co the level of the road, will it is 
thought consume about two days, with 
many men employed.

BARRINGTON FAR- 
MER IS KILLED 

BY LIGHTNING 

Charles Walbaum, who lives on the 
Daverman farm one mile southeast of 
Quentin's Corners, near Barrington, 
was instantly killed by lightning during 
a thunder storm at 8 o'clock Tuesday 
morning. 

He had gone into the field to make 
some repairs on a hay loader and when 
the storm came up started to return to 
the house. When within a short dis- 
tance of the barn he was struck by 
lightning arid instantly killed. Mrs. 
Walbaum became alarmed when her 
husband did not return to the house 
during the storm and as soon as it was 
over started out to the field to investi- 
gate. She was shocked on finding his 
body near the bam and life extinct. A 
wrench which he had used in repairing 
machinery was found near him. Neigh- 
bors were notified and assisted in re- 
moving his remains to the house. The 
corner's inquest was held Tuesday 
evening and the finding of the jury was 
in accordance with the above facts. 



Two girls, both grandchildren of 
Mrs. Mary Kennedy, of 317 South 
Utica street, Waukegan, were drowned 
Friday in lake Michigan, one giving up 
her life in a desperate attempt to save 
the other. The tragedy occurred at 
the foot of Dempster street in Evan— 
Bton, Illinois. 

A man tried to save both girls and 
narrowly escaped being drowned. 

The victims were Miss Ellen Kennny, 
an 18-year-old telephone operator, and 
her cousin, Loretta Robertson, 12 years 
old. Both lived at 1712 Oak avenue, 
Evanston, Illinois'. 

William Michels, 2122 Lake avenue, 
Evanston,~who tried to save the girls, 
told a thrilling story of the double 
drowning. 

Holes, out of which sand had been 
pumped for the purpose of extending 
the Bhore were directly responsible fop 
the drowning. Some of the pits were 
twenty-five feet deep. 

Miss Robertson and her cousin were 
wading near the shore when the former 
stepped into one of the holes, about 
twenty feet deep.' Her screams brought 
her frightened and unsuspecting .cousin ._._ 
and when Miss Kenney attempted to 
rescue her companion she, too,, sank 
into the pit. 

The girls floundered about in the 
water, Miss Kenney forgetful of her 
safety, making desperate efforts to 
rescus her cousin. The struggle con- 
tinued until both sank. 

Meantime Michels heard the girls' 
cries and,' kiching off his rubber boots, 
started to save them. 

He seized the Robertson girl as she 
came to the surface of the water the 
second time, and, while he was clinging 
to her, Miss Kenney reached the spot 
and sought to offer him aid. 

A moment later Miss Kenney's feet 
slipped and she went into another hole 
a few feet from that into which the 
Robertson girl had fallen. 

As Miss Kenney lost her footing she 
seized Michels' clothing and clung to 
him. Michels clung to the Robertson 
girl. 

For a few moments Michels and the 
two victims struggled frantically, the 
Robertson girl and Miss Kenney both 
clinging to him. 

He was unable to keep them up and^ 
partly exhausted himself, was in dan- 
ger of losing his life. 

As Miss Kenney and the girl grad- 
ually slid down into the pits Michels be- 
came weaker and, giving up all hope, of 
saving them, wrested himself free* 
Then the waters of lake Michigan 
closed over the two young women. 

With difficulty Michels waded ashore 
and notified the Evanston police. 

A. Little, one of the life savers from • 
Evanston, dived into the twenty-foot 
holes and brought the bodies of the 
victims to the surface. They werer 
taken to the.Schaefer Bros.' under- 
taking rooms.

United States to Have Biggest Ships 




TRAINED NURSE 8PEAK3. 



WASHINGTON.— Preparations have 
been going forward for some 
time at the Brooklyn navy yard, and 
at Newport News for the construction 
of the two biggest battleships In the 
world. The one that will be built at 
the Brooklyn navy yard will be chris- 
tened' the New York, and the name of 
the one at Newport News will be the 
Texas. These ships each will have a 
displacement of about 28,000 tons 
and will be equipped with 14-inch 
gunB. They are the greatest terrors 
that any country ever has planned as 
yet They are super-Dreadnoughts, 
mighty engines of war upon which, 
perhaps, the destiny of the nation 
may some day turn. The construc- 
tion of these two huge battleships 
was authorized at the regular ses- 
sion of congress last year. They will 
coBt about $11,000,000 each. 

The. new ships, the Now York and 
the Texas, will be nearly 600 feet 
long. Their speed will be moro than 
21 knots, they will carry at least 3,000 
tons of coal and have a complement 
of 75 officers and 1,500 men. No ar- 
mor that is carried by any warship 
In the world would be able to with- 



stand the impact of ono of those pro- 
jectiles. ;,'-. ':- -V 

A mile and a half away a 14-lnch 
shell would go through 18 inches of 
the hardest armor plato ever made, 
nnd do it as easily as an ordinary bul- 
let would pass through a piece of blot- 
ting paper. The ten 14-inch guns on 
either tho Now York or tho Texas 
will deliver 80 shells In five minutes, 
or 112,000 pounds of projectiles. A 
14-lnch shell leaves the muzzlo of tho 
gun at the rate of a mllo in two sec- 
onds and will travel 25 miles. 

The powder chamber on these gigan- 
tic guns is 'big enough to hold, two 
barrels of sugar end for end. Eve j£ 
time ono of these guns is fired 365 
pounds of powder is exploded, and 
the enormous volumo of gases sud- 
denly released and expanding w 
what sends the hugo shell ruBbing 
through space. Each shot costs $500 
and each gun costs $81,000. The pro- 
jectile 1b not only a huge bullet, but 
a powerful explosive agent as well. 
Within it is a storage chamber con- 
taining 100 pounds of the most pow- 
erful explosive that ever has been de- 
vised. The shell does not explode un- 
til the target is penetrated. 

When these two new Bhlps are com- 
pleted we shall have the strongest 
navy In the world In tlie point of gun 
power. These ships can deliver tho 

heavlost broadside blow that a war- 
ship has ever Btruck. They will havo 

tho courage of their own strength, 

and will get into the battle to stay.

Wo have millions of acres 
of wet lands that can be turned into 
farms. Thoy are scattered over the 
Union from California to Maine. They 
are as rich as Holland, and will feed 
tens of millions. 

Another big project Includes the 
water powers, which the experts say 
are equal to 60,000,000 horses*, or 
twice enough to -run every mill, drive 
every train andT light every house In 
tho country. This power can be in- 
creased to 200,000,000. Much of it 
comes from watorfallB controlled by 
tho government. 

A part of this same scheme Is the 
development of our rivers. We have 
295 of them in the United Stntes, 
with navigable waters long enough to 
encircle tho globe. The Great Lakes 
are the busiest freight routes upon 
earth, and boats can go on the Mis- 
sislppl for 2,000 miles. Already we 
have built 4,500 miles of canals, nnd 
wo have schemes which propose tho 
joining of tho Great Lakes with the 
Mississippi, and also with tho sea.

THE question of park improvement 
in Washington is by no means 
local. The capital will eventually be- 
come the- most beautiful of cities. It 
now has moro trees planted In its 
streets than Paris boasts.

OLLOWIN& tho Instructions , of 



I* congress in tho agricultural ap- 
propriation bill, the secretary of agri- 
culture this year, continued tho pur- 
chase of eeod In the open market to 
determine whether and how much 
adulteration was practiced by seed 
dealers/These samples were analyzed 
and the names of tho offending seed 
men havo been published. 

Tho leaflet with the names of tho 
dealers from whom adulterated sam- 
ples were purchased shows that when 
a dealer has once been published It 1b 
seldom that ho is again caught in the 
list. When the department has boen 
analyzing a certain line of seed the 
adulteration in this also stops. In now 
lines of seed, however, there aro moro 
offenders caught. 

Some of the samples analyzed this 
year showed tho merest, trace of seed. 
Tho general showing was bettor, how* 
.over* than in previous 'years. 
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, There wero 1,214 samples of seed 
purchased, some of them In bulk and 
some by mall order. Of these 204 
were round to bo adulterated. There 
was some Improvement in tho line of 
orchard grass seed examined. There 
wero 317 samples analyzed and of 
these twelve wero found adulterated, 
compared with fifty-five adulterated 
samples tho previous year. In Urn 
worst samples found thore was 37 
per cent, of orchard gruss seed and 
27 per cent, of dirt and chaff, while 
the remainder was made up of ryo 
grass, meadow fescue, and other seed,

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HE most vivid recollections of 
every man and woman brought 
up on a farm must be of tho 
golden harvest time. Even the 
persons whoso farm experience 
haB been limited to protracted m£p$- ' -'- 
visits to the country aro likely 
to retain mental pictures of the 
gathering of the grain as the 
most lasting Impressions of such 
intervals — provided, of course, 
they remained In tho rural domain long enough 
to : witness all phases of the harvest-time activity 
and long enough to contrast tho rush and bustle 
of this busy period with tho more placid existence 
of more normal times 'Mown on tho farm." 

Tho averago city dweller whose early years 
were spent on a farm harks back to nothing so 
fondly as tho picturesque annual drama of the 
bringing In the sheaves. And tho clip dweller — 
•country-bred or not — Indi- 
cates the fascination of 
this phase of farm opera- 
tions by his longing to 
"pitch hay" when ho In- 
vades the agricultural reg- 
ion for his vacation. That 
Is, he is enthusiastic 
about pitching hay until 
lie tries It. Perhaps ho 
would not deem it qulto • 
bo much 'fun If he had to 
do It for a livelihood and 
If ho could not quit his 
job whenever he happened 
to get tired. 

Bo, too, the fanner boy, 
transformed Into a city 
•dweller who looks back so 
longingly at the good old 
harvest times on tho old 
homestead, Is very prob- a.

mankind, remembering tho 
pleasant things only and 
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become Imperative on the large farms of the 
west, California and the Pacific northwest, 
owing to the Immense force of men needed to 
garner the grain on these baronial estates of 
tho "wheat empire." On one of theBe big 
farms fn Oklahoma, which may be cited as 
representative, there are in use twenty-two har- 
vesters and binders, each of which average a 
cut of 250 acres of wheat per season. Similar- 
ly, on some of the Dakota farms one may see 
In season anywhere from twenty to forty ma- 
■:'■ ■■''■'■■> l chines in one far-flung line, charging into the 

golden sea of undulating grain. Merely the 
drivers of these machines make a goodly force, 
to say nothing of the other members of the 
.harvest crew, and when anywhere from fifty 
to one hundred horses are employed In harvest- 
ing operations, the care of these animals Is 
in itself something of a chore. 

Perhaps the most picturesque feature of 
harvesting on the big farms beyond the Mis- 
souri river comes when the operation is "carried 
on at night by means of the illumination of 
torches and locomotive headlights, supplement- 
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going to and from the farm house 
This latter was a considerable item 
if the farm Iioubq was located sev- 
eral miles from the harvest field In 
which the men happened to bo work- 
ing at noon. These kitchen cars have 
been In use to some extent* for sev- 
eral years past, but great improve- 
ments havo been made In them of 
late. There aro now provided for tho 
use of the big traveling harvesting 
crows "range" wagons " with several 
of the largest size kitchen ranges 
mounted on a truck, "and more won- 



lng the light of the moon, if the latter be 
available. Drought and other causes may Im- 
pel the western farmer to work his harvest 
crews double time in order to hurry in the 
sheaves, but as a rule the grain grower in 
these favored sections of the country is not 
constantly menaced by thunder stormB such 
as have, from time out of mind, caused anxiety 
In every eastern farming community .until the 
precious grain Is safely in tho barn. The se- 
curance of adequate help in harvest time is 
one of the big problems of almost every farmer 
oaBt or west who raises much grain. The im- 
proved harvesting machines that cut down the 
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forgetting tho disadvantages of tho harvest . 
season. It has qulto escaped his memory, 
most likely, how ho was routed out of bed 
at -daybreak or earlier when there was har- 
vesting to bo dono.nnd how ho turned In with 
the chickens and slept like a log from sheer 
oxhaustlon. Ho has lost all recollection of 
the nerve-racking anxiety, shared by every 
member of the family, leBt it rain before the 
harvesting waB finished, and ho passes lightly 
over the reminiscences of those weary hours 
under a scorching sun with no protection save 
a broad-brimmed straw hat, its lofty peak 
illlod with leaves to help break the force of 
old Sol's shafts. 

Harvest time on tho farm, past and present, ■ 
marks the climax of the yoar In hard work 
and In worry— In short, in nerve and muscular 
strain generally. Of course. It will bo under- 
stood that reference is made to tho season of 
tho grain harvest. To bo sure, there aro what 
might bo termed harvest seasons at Intervals 
all through tho season, from the time the 
strawberrlos aro ripe in tho spring, only tho 
farmer never thinks of dignifying the garner- 
lng of those crops by the name of harvest. In 
the oyos of the tiller of tho soil harvest time 
means tho crucial Juncture for gathoring tho 
grain— particularly tho wheat— and storing It . 
away in barns and elevators, or mayhap load- 
ing It direct on tho "railroad cars that are to 
carry It to tho flour mills or to the ship which 
will carry It overseas to supply the bread- 
eaters of Europe and tho Orleut. 

In tho old days practically every farm In tho 
land had Hb harvest time and it hold the secret 
of the prbfltB of the whole year's work on tho 
farm. That this is true no longer Is duo 
simply to that tendency to specialization which 
has invaded tho farmer's occupation as it has 
ovory other field. Nowadays wo have chicken 
farms and truck farms and ' fruit farms and 
other kinds of farms, whore attention Is so 
concentrated upon tho ono product In hand 
that tho proprietors do not raise enough grain 
for the needs of their own stock. On such 
special farms the onco universal "harvest 
time" is unknown. But to mako up for thorn 
wo naye vast farms' in the wost and on tho 
Pacific slope, where wheat is the product 
specialized, and In consequence we bog on 
these big farms harvesting operations which 
in magnitude and picturesque features so far 
overshadow the corresponding operations on 
tho old-fashioned farm east of the Mississippi 
that thoro is literally no comparison. 

Oho odd thing nbout harvesting Is that al- 
most all mothods aro yet in vogue In one 
section or another of tho country. Tho ex- 
"planation Is found, of course, In tho fact that 
tho first cost and tho operating oxponso of 
tho' great steam harvesting outfits designed 
for tho bonanza farms. of the west aro such 
as to mako thorn lmpractlcablo for tho farmers 
controlling small areas. Consequently, thoso 
farmers are getting along, and getting along 
very well, with tho old-time equipment, modern- 
ized by -the introduction of some of the im- 
provements devised originally for' tho big 
power machines. Wo are not any loncer bar- 



vesting tho grain with sicklo and 
flail, as they do to this day In certain 
European countries, but tho small farmer is, 
perforce, putting a great deal more manual 
labor Into tho gathering of his grain than is 
tho owner of one of the west's 5,000-acre 
wheat fields, where combination harvesters, 
drawn by traction engines or 40 or 50 horses, 
perform automatically every function from 
cutting the stalks as they stand in the field 
to delivering to tho waiting wagons the 
threshed, cleaned and sacked wheat, all ready 
for tho market, without the touch of a human 
hand. 

Under tho old conditions harvest time on 
tho farm meant hard work for the women folks 
as well as for tho men and this Is still the , 
case Just in proportion as the old-tlmo condi- 
tions yet prevail. Tho burden of responsi- 
bility that foil upon tho farmer's wife and 
daughters was that of feeding tho harvest 
hands. To bo surd* tho wlfo had help, for her = 
neighbors all pitched In and helped even as 
their husbands and brothers, on a similar co- 
operative basis, were assisting tho farmer In 
getting In his grain— a service that would bo 
repaid In kind as tho turn of each came In 
the round of harvesting activities that em- 
braced tho whole countryside. Under this 
plan, whon harvest ' time meant, a continual 
succession of neighborhood gatherings, there 
were compensations of tho farmers' wives in 
tho opportunities for gossipy gatherings that 
went tho time-honored sewing circles one bet- 
ter, whereas the farmer girls might behold 
romances grow under their eyes aB the ladB, 
fresh from tho harvest fields, had most con- 
vincing evidence as to tho prowess in cookery 
of the local belles. 

As a development of this system, that was 
scarcely an Improvement from tho feminine 
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derful yet Is the "steam cooker," which looks 
very much like a fire engine, but which per- 
forms marvels in quick cooking. Why, in the 
early morning, for Instance, coffee will be 
ready for, all the members of tho largest 
harvesting force within twelve minutes of 
the time the fires are lighted. This plan of 
cooking for the harvesting crews has virtually 



number of men required for the task have 
helped some, of course, but it requires a cer- 
tain number of men to operate the machines 
and in times of prosperity when labor Is scarce 
tho farmer often finds that heavy Inroads have 
been made In his season's profits by tho fancy 
prices ho has had to pay for tho hired hands 
to handle the crop.

Each time tho shah of Persia went to Eu- 
rope, where ho spent largo sums, he procured 
the money needed for his journey not only by 
raising a loan, generally In Russia, but also 
by another method, which was both Ingenious 
and businesslike. 

"Before leaving his possessions," writes M. 
Paoll in McClure's, "he summoned his chief 
officers of Btate— ministers, provincial 'gover- 
nors and tho like— and proposed the following 
bargain to them: Those who wished to form 
part of his suite must first pay him a sum of 
money, which he fixed in accordance with the 
importance of their functions; it varied be- 
tween 50,000 and 300,000 francs, in return, he 
authorized them to recoup themselves in any 



means of hired hands— possibly through the 
medium of a "crow" that accompanied a 
portable steam harvester that raado Its rounds 
from farm to farm. Under this. plan, which is 
yet the approved ono in most sections, the 
farmer's wlfo -and daughters have to get up 
three meals a day for a dozen or a score of 
husky harvest hands and yet they are not so 
suro of assistance from tho other women of 
the neighborhood as was the case when those 
latter, had no similar dutleB at home through 
the prosonco of the men folk at tho common 
harvesting rendezvous. Worse yet, the, young 
ladies have scarcely the Interest that was mani- 
fest when the volunteer harvesters to be 
aervod woro tho ollgiblos of the neighborhood 
instead of, ns now, nomadic laborers or, at best,; 
collego boys working for funds to put them 
through school. 

Latterly thoro has boon some relief from 
that phase of the harvesting system which has 
meant so much hard work for tho fair sex. It 
has come through tho Introduction of cook 
wagons or kitchens on whoels which nccom- 
pany the big threshing outfits from farm to 
farm and servo food to the harvoBt hands right 
at tho scene of their work— thereby saving, by 
tho way. the time that was formorly spent in

Why Many Persons Fall to Perceive 

Events Clearly and In the Right 

Proportion. 

The veriest amateur in photogra- 
phy knows that a view of an object 
may be completely distorted by being 
out of focus, and thus give an entirely 
wrong notion of its relative propor- 
tions. To get . the correct , focus the 
eye of the camera must be neither too 
close nor too far from what is to be 
photographed. 

8o it is with the human vision, 
though merely a mental photograph, 
the same precision of focus is neces- 
sary to arrive at relative values. The 
trouble with too many people Is that 
their minds focus wrong, and grasp 
events at either too near or too great 
distance, or from extreme angles, or 
magnify unimportant details at tho 
expense of the vital elements. 

The man who is out of focus with 
his surroundings or with the subject 
he is discussing Is quite common, and 
the peculiar ideas of which he be- 
comes obsessed are as bizarre as a 
photograph made by a freak camera. 
To get such a man back into focus la 
much more difficult than to adjust a 
lens, yet that is precisely what must 
be done In order to give him clear 
perception and enable him to see 
things in their right relation.— Omaha 
Bee.

iGlVES OUT LIST OF DONORS 



Illinois Executive on Stand Names 
Alleged List of. Contributors to 
Legislative Fund — Refutes HInes' 
Testimony About Telephone Talk. 



Washington, — Gov. Charles S. Deneen 
bf Illinois, who 'appeared before the 
senate Lorlmer committee as a wit* 
neas, told how "jack-pots" had flour- 
ished in the state ainco 1S97, and gave 
out a purported list of corporation 
contributors to the funds. 

He also told how ho had suggested 
;to Senator Lorlmer that he (Lorlmer) 
become a candidate when the latter 
iwanted to elect Shurtleff senator. A 
mild sensation was caused when tho 
governor pulled from his pockot the 
notes of a speech delivered at Taylor- 
•vllle. August. 1910, which ho said 
charged the former speaker with be- 
ing responsible for tho "jack-poL" 

"The 'jack-pot* fund has been In ex- 
istence since 1897." said Governor De- 
neen. He sketched how the legisla- 
ture is organized, tho committees 
named and haw things dragged slowly 
until the rush of the final few days 
when everything went through or was 
killed In a rush. 

"The 'regulator' bills are disposed 
of then," he said. "Some are killed 
outright. Others are sent again to 
committees on the theory that they 
cannot stand an extended coroner's 
inquest. The theory is that the money 
Is paid, accumulates in the hands of 
several men and finally distributed." 

"Who contributes?" asked Senator 
Jones. 

"I don't know." 

"Have you ever heard?" 

"Oh, yes; tho railroads to protect 
themselves, the gas companies of 
Chicago, tho electric light companies, 
the liquor Interests, the Union Stock- 
yards company, the grain elevator 
Tympanies, tho Pullman company and 
possibly others.'.' 

Governor Deneen told of a meeting 
of railroad presidents he had been 
asked to attend In Chicago during the 
Forty-sixth general assembly. He 
montloned Messrs. Harahan, Enrllng, 
Miller. Hughltt, Wlnchell and Felton 
as being there. 

"They said the demands of tho 
legislature meant confiscation," he as- 
serted. 'They declared tho govern- 
ment scrutinized them so closely that 
they could not set aside money in that 
way. I told them to come to Spring- 
field and protest. They came, 1.000 
strong, and defeated the legislation." 

Governor Deneen denied tho charge 
made by former Governor Yates that 
5^\ had "double-crossed" him. He 
said that he had not promised Ya^ca 
be would support him for Uplted 
States* senator. 






Concernlngi^e famous Hlnes-Do- 
neen long-dlstaSS telephone ' conver- 
sation, the morning" of' bt." 'ifner's elec- 
tion. Governor Deneen said: 

"Mr. HInes called mo up and asked 
mo if I had received a mosaago from 
President Taft, to support Lorlmer. I 
said I had .not received it HInes 
said his train was late, and he had 
mlBsed connections or he would have 
come down to Springfield. 

"I said, 'that's rather a remarkable 
message for tho president to send.' 

"HInes said that President Taft was 
to send the message through Senator 
Aldrich and that George Reynolds of 
the Continental Commercial National 
bank was to call mo up and tell mo 
about it" 

Governor Deneen so4d he never 
heard from Reynolds, ho did not tell 
HInes he would support Lorlmer, and 
there was no discussion about recog- 
nizing HInes' voice, as HInes had pre- 
rlously testified. 

"I doubted if it was Hines. I Just 
acceptod it as one of those anonymous 
communications." 

The governor said that ho did not 
know Senator Aldrich, and had never 
had a communication from him. Ho 
said there was no talk of money in 
the conversation with Hines.

MANY DIE IN FIRES 

BURNING FOREST8 TRAP HUN- 
DREDS OF MINERS. 



Flames Fought Back In Michigan as 

Relief Is Provided Au Sable and 

Oscoda Survivors. 



Toronto, Ont,— Several hundred 
lives and millions of dollars' 
worth of property have been wiped 
out as the result of the forest fires 
raging In the Porcupine district In 
northern Ontario. i 

Only three of the eighty-four em- 
ployes of the WcBt Domo mine have 
been accounted for and 200 miners, 
muckers and other workers in the 
Dome mine have been suffocated. 

Among the dead are Robert Weiss, 
manager of the West Dome mine, and 
his wife and child. 

The Philadelphia mine's loss is 
about $50,000; the United Porcupine's, 
?20,000; the Standard's, about $40,- 
000; the Imperial's, about $35,000, and 
the West mine's about $75,000. All 
tho buildings of the Eldorado, Porcu- 
pine and tho Success were destroyed. 

All reportB give but a vague idea 
of the loss of life and property in Por- 
cupine camp, which probably will total 
hundreds of lives and millions of 
dollars. 

In just four hours tho fire swept 
from the Standard mines through to 
the shores of Porcupine lake, where 
it ate up the towns of South Porcu- 
pine and Pottsville and part of Golden 
City, as well as many small buildings 
along the lake front- 
Detroit.— With food at their dis- 
posal and tents provided for their 
shelter, tho thousand or more home- 
less survivors of tho flre-swopt vil- 
lages of Ausable and Oscoda are 
today breathing easier than at any 
time since tho flames destroyed their 
homes Tuesday. 

The known dead remain three In 
number, with Samuel Rosenthal, a 
tailor, tho only ono yet identified. 

The village of Waters, 107 miles 
north of Bay City on tho Michigan 
Central, Is reported to bo burning, to- 
gother with fho Stephenson Lumber 
company's mill and lumber yards, 
valued at about $400,000. The village 
has about 200 permanent residents 
and a largo floating population of 
"lumber jackc." 



WICKERSHAM TO FACE QUIZ 

Congress Committee Approves of 
Hearing to Expose $50,000 Mulct- 
ing of Government. 



Washington. — After secret consid- 
eration of charges made by Delegate 
Wlcker8ham of Alaska that Attorney 
General Wlckersham deliberately per- 
mitted the statute of limitations to 
run against agents of tho Alaska 
syndicate, who defrauded the govern- 
ment through perjury to the extent 
of $50,000, the houso committee on 
Judiciary has determined to report 
favorably a resolution of Inquiry of- 
fered by Delegate Wlckersham. 

The resolution calls upon the at- 
torney general to furnish the houso 
with all documents, affidavits and 
testimony in his possession relating 
to nn affidavit submitted to him more 
than a year ago and sworn to by H. 
J. Douglas, former auditor of the 
Alaska syndicate in 1908. 

Delegate WMckersham startled the 
committee when, in executive ses- 
sion, ho produced a copy of an affi- 
davit reelating to an alleged criminal 
act committed by Capt D. H. Jarvls 
of the Alaska syndicate, and former- 
ly prominent In tho government rev- 
enue cutter service, who committed 
suicide in Seattle on June 22, the 
day following tho Introduction of the 
Wlckersham resolution, calling foi 
production of the papers In the case, 
and by John H. Bullock of tho John 
J. Sesnor Coal company of Nome. 

Through connlvanco of these men. 
It was charged that tho government 
was defrauded on coal contracts and 
that evidence to that effect was per- 
mitted to remain unncted upon In the 
attorney general's office for more 
than a year until tho statute of 
limitations expired last May. 



BOLT KILLS NAVY OFFICIAL 



Trlstam B. Johnson Is Struck by 

Lightning While Playing Golf 

Near Washington, D. C. 



Washington.— Trlstam B. Johnson, 
solicitor of tho navy department, 
while playing golf on tho Chevy Chaso 
links, was struck by lightning and In- 
stantly killed. Francis D. Poe, with 
whom he was playing, was stunned. 

Mr. JohnBon was going over tho 
course In company with Mr. Poe. 
When the two started out tho sun was 
shining brightly, but beforo they were 
half way over the course a terrific 
thunder storm broke 

Tho two mon sought shelter and 
while waiting for tho storm to pass 
thero was a vivid flash of lightning 
and tho bolt, attracted evidently by 
Mr. Johnson's golf stick, enveloped 
him in fiarao for an instant. Mr. Poe 
was stunned, but not seriously In- 
jured. 

Mr. Johnson is a resldont of New 
York and was only recently appointed 
solicitor of the navy department.

TWENTY-ONE MEN ARE KILLED 

IN PENNSYLVANIA MINE 

EXPLOSION. 



AFTERDAMP FATAL TO MANY 



Most of Miners "Die a Lingering 
Death From 8uffocatlon Mile and a 
Half From Shaft's Bottom— Cause 
May Never Be Known. 



Dubois, Pa. — Twenty-one mon were 
trilled by an explosion in Cascade Coal 
& Coke compauy's mine at Sykes- 
ville. They were trapped In a "head- 
ing" & mtlo and a half from tho foot 
jt tho shaft. All of tho dead except 
three were foreigners. 

Twenty-soven men were at work In 
the mines at the time, 21 of them be- 
ing in the six, eight and nine head- 
ings south. This is where tho explo- 
sion occurred, and all of the 21 men 
wero killed by the explosion or died 
as the result of Inhaling tho deadly 
afterdamp. 

A few of the bodies show that they 
were killed by tho explosion, but tho^ 
majority had their dinner pails with 
them and were making their way to- 
wards the main entrance when cut 
down by afterdamp. 

There were two sets of brothers 
and a father and son among those 
dead. George and John Hook, broth- 
ers, wore found clasped in each other's 
arras, while Frank Patevltch and his 
fifteen-year-old son wore also found in 
a death embrace. They had been 
racing for tho entrance, but when 
they realized that death was near 
they embraced and passed away 
clasped togother. 

Thero waB no external disturbance 
at the time of the explosion and it 
was not known there waB any trouble 
until tho saf toy door of the. fan houso 
blew open. It was then realized that 
something had happened and a. rescu- 
ing party was immediately formed. 
The scene of tho explosion was over 
one and one-half miles from the foot 
of the shaft and It took several hours 
to reach there, as the track had been 
torn up and the roof caved In. 

Six bodies wero first found and im- 
mediately brought to the surface. 
Later eleven bodies were located, but 
It wbb decided not to bring these 
until all had been secured. Tho four 
bodies not recovered are In a heading 
that has caved in. 

It cannot yet be determined what 
caused the explosion, but It Is be- 
lieved to have been tho result of somo 
of the men striking a small pocket of 
gas. It will never bo known, as every 
man in the section of the mine wns 
killed, there being no survivor to tell 
the tale. 

Tho Cascade Coal & Coke company 
is a Buffalo corporation and gives em- 
ployment to about 300 men. Tho shaft 
Is 150 feet deep and It Is the first 
time in Its history that it has had a 
serious accident.

— Decided opposition to 
the establishment of a parcels post 
was heard by the houso committee on 
poBt offices and post 'roads which re- 
cently listened to equally fervent 
pleas In favor of the pussago of tho 
Sulzer or Lewis bills to establish a 
parcels post. 

Charles W. Burrows of Cincinnati 
predicted ruin of tho retail business 
of the country if a parcels post is 
authorized. 



Treaty a Blow at Chinese. 
Peking.— China has been indulging 
In the hope that the Anglo-Japanese 
nlllance would not bo renewed. Tho 
signing of tho revised treaty, there- 
fore, has caused Bome surprise and 
disappointment hero, but tho reiter- 
ated pledges regarding China's integ- 
rity havo given satisfaction. 



Falit Down Air Shaft; Dies. 
Philadelphia.— Maj. U. Woodhill, TJ. 
S. A., retired, waB killed here by fall- 
ing down an air shaft. Ho formerly 
lived in New Orleans. 



Washington. — Tho senate by unani- 
mous action has fixed tho dates when 
a vote shall be taken on several im- 
portant measures and it 1b believed 
by tho leaders of the various factions 
that the special session of congress 
will adjourn sine die on or about 
August 7. 

The dates are: Reciprocity bill, July 
22; house wool revision. bill, July 27; 
houso free-llBt bill, August 1; reap- 
portionment measure, August §; Ari- 
zona and New Mexico statehood, Au- 
gust 7. 

It 1b expected that tho closing of 
congress will Immediately follow tho 
statehood vote. 

All the bills Included In the agree- 
ment already have passed tho house. 
If amendments are mado to them they 
will bo still subject to quick confer- 
ence between tho representatives of 
the two houses'. 

The agreement following a series of 
conferences between Senators Pen- 
rose, La Follette, Martin, Smoot, Bai- 
ley, Stone, Burton, Borah, Brlstow, 
Bourne and other senators was formal- 
ly offered in tho senate by Senator 
Penrose as leader of the Republicans. 

The original suggestion for an 
agreement waB made by Senator La 
Follette, who was willing to fix an 
earlier dnto .than that named for the 
vote on reciprocity. Tho demand 'or 
a later date was made by others who 
dcslro to speak on the bill. 

The agreement to vote is so drawn 
that amendments may bo voted on at 
any time. 

Senator Cummins Introduced now 
amendments to the reciprocity bill. 
One sought to couple a revision of 
tho tariff on metals with the Cana- 
dian measure; tho othor proposod a 
revision of. the duty on oilcloth and 
linoleum. 



AERONAUT LANDS IN OCEAN 

A. J. Roberts Is Compelled to Swim 

Mile In Rough Water 

to Shore. 

Asbury Park, N. J. — A. J. Roberts, 
the aeronaut who started in his diri- 
gible balloon from Now York for 
Philadelphia, was found in an ex- 
hausted condition on the beach of 
Deal, near here, having been com- 
pelled to swim more than a mile in a 
rough sea to shore. Roberts, after be- 
ing in tho air several hours, discov- 
ered that he was being carried out to 
sea. Ho immediately pulled tho rip 
cord of his gas bag. By the time tho 
air craft descended, however, Roberts 
was carried more than a mile to sea 
and wns compelled to swim that dis- 
tance to shore. The dirigible was not 
recovered. 



INDICT LEWIS FOR FRAUD 

Former Publisher of 8t. Louis Accusod 

of Illegally Using U. 8. Malls 

In Debenture Scheme. 

St Louis.— E. O. Lewis, until re- 
cently publisher of a number of maga- 
zines and promoter of largo enter- 
prises, was indicted by a special 
grand jury in the United States dis- 
trict court on charges of fraudulent 
use of tho mails. 

Tho Indictment containing twelve 
counts, covers four propositions laid 
beforo the public by Lewis, In which 
ho is alleged to havo obtained soveral 
million dollars by misleading state- 
ments circulated through the malls. 



Start Over Sea In Motor Boat. 
New York.— In tho 60-foot cruiser 
motor boat Romania flvo men started 
In an attempt to cross tho Atlantic 
ocean. They expect to mako the trip 
in about a fortnight. Capt. John Wal- 
ler, a veteran ocean navigator, com- 
mands the expedition. 



Kitchener for Agency In Egypt 
London. — Official announcement 
was mado that Field Murtfhal Lord 
Kitchener has been appointed British 
agent to Egypt. Ho succeeds Sir EH- 
dfth Qorat, who died on July 12. 



PASS DRASTIC BILL 



SENATE ADOPTS PUBLICJTY 

MEASURE SEVERELY LIMITING 

ELECTION EXPENSES. 



TEN CEiyTS FOR EACH VOTER 



No Candidate to Be Allowed to Ex- 
pend More Than That Sum- 
Legislation Also Applies to 
the Primaries. 



Washington. — The most drastic 
campaign publicity legislation ever 
passed in either branch of congress 
was adopted by the senate, practically 
without a dissenting vote. 

Using the pre-election publicity bill 
passed by the house of representatives 
as a basis, the senate constructed a 
proposed law with the following Im- 
portant features: 

■'No candidate for tho senate . or 
houso snail spend in the election more 
than a sum equal to ten cents for each 
voter in his district or Btato. 

"No senatorial candidate shall spend 
a total of more than $10,000 In tho 
primary and general election; nnd no 
candidate for the house shall spend 
more than $6,000. 

"Publicity must bo given to all pri- 
mary campaign contributions and ex- 
penditures. 

"All general eloction expenses must 
be mado public before the election,' be- 
ginning fifteen dayB beforo election, 
and making publication each six days 
until election. 

"All promises of political jobs must 
be made public." 

Tho bill further makes it illegal to 
promise political places In order to se- 
cure election Bupport, or to aid in in- 
fluencing tho election of any member 
of a stato legislature. 

The bill will bo the subject of prob- 
ably prolonged conference between the 
two houses. It originated in the 
house as a part. of the Democratic 
legislative program and was designed 
to require the publication of expendi- 
tures before election, which Is not re- 
quired by the existing publicity law. 

The Republicans in the house at* 
tempted to extend the bill to cover pri- 
mary election expenses. In the senate 
the primary election amendment, cou- 
pled with more radical amendments, 
were adopted with little opposition. 

Tho senate amendments authorized 
by the committee- on privileges and 
elections required publicity of all pri- 
mary election expenses and all pledges 
of political jobs or favors. Somo ob- 
jection to this was made on the basis 
that primary elections were not within 
the control of congress. The amend- 
ment was finally adopted, however, by 
a vote of 50 to 7. 

The more rigid portion of the bill, 
llniltlng the amount tho senatorial or 
congressional candidate may spend in 
any eloction and prohibiting tho mak- 
ing of all campaign pledges, was pro- 
posed by Senator Reed of Missouri 
and adopted only after a long debate. 
Senator Sutherland of Utah admitted 
that tho house conferees might force 
elimination of this from the bill. 

Senator Reed referred to tho cam- 
palm expense statement filed by Sen- 
ator Stephenson of Wisconsin, show- 
ing expenditures of approximately 
$107,000, and to other largo sums 
spent by senatorial candidates. He 
finally offered an amendment putting 
tho total expenditure of any, candidate 
at a Bum not to exceed 10 cents per 
head for tho voters in the candidate's 
state. 

Senator Bornh said this would per- 
mit a senatorial candidate in New 
York to spend nearly $200,000 in his 
election, while the candidate In 
Nevada could spend only about $1,000. 

The Reed amendment was defeated 
once, but was renewed and adopted. 
At one time he had the limit of ex- 
pense at $5,000 for a senate candidate 
nnd $1,500 for a house candidate; but 
at the suggestion of Senator Owen of 
Oklahoma this was Increased to $10,- 
000 for the senatorial candidate and 
$5,000 for the house candidate. 



RULING IS AGAINST G0MPERS 



Decision of Justice Wright of the Su- 
preme Court a Crushing Blow 
to Labor Leader. 

Washington. — Justice Wright of the 
Supreme court of tho District of 
Columbia overruled tho motion of 
President Samuel Gompers, Vice- 
President John Mitchell nnd Secre- 
tary Morrison of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor that the latest con- 
tempt order bo dismissed . on tho 
ground that the report of the commit- 
tee of lawyers submitted in tho case 
was ' not legal. In ruling Justico 
Wright added that had the committee 
reported that thero were no reason- 
able grounds for contempt charges 
such a report would not have been re- 
ceived. 

Gompers' attorneys protested that 
they should not be compelled to pro- 
ceed, in view of this expression by tho 
court, but their protest was dismissed. 

The hearing was adjourned until 
July 24 without action.

Detroit, Mich. — Rains which fell 
over the lower peninsula of Michigan 
were worth $2,000,000. to the farmors 
of the state, according to J. L. Sny- 
der, president of the Michigan Agri- 
cultural college.

Tho best place to keep the cream 1b 
In a well lighted and well ventilated 
milk-house. All dairy farms should 
bo equipped with one, used for no 
other purpose. Meats, soap, vegeta- 
bles, fruits and other strong odored 
provisions should never be placed in 
tho milk-houBe as they will taint the 
cream. 

Figure 1 illuBtratea how a small 
milk-house may be placed in tho lower 
part of the windmill tower, or, if a 
wooden tower, tho siding might be 
nailed to the tower posts 1 . Ono or two 
good sized windows Bhould be provid- 
ed that can be opened to give ventila- 
tion and light,' and the windows and 
doors should bo screened during fly 
time. A concrete floor Is preferable in 
the milk-houBe, and whether concrete 
or plank, It should be tight and have 
good drainage go as to be scrubbed 
and kept clean and free from foul 
odors. 

If a milk-house cannot be had, a 
better placo than the' cellar for keep- 
ing the cream can usually bo fitted up 
near tho pump or In the stock water- 
ing tank. But, unless a special ar- 
rangement 1b made; the Etock tank la 
usually worse than no place at all In 
warm weather. ' 

Figure 2 Illustrates the Townsend 
barrel, an Inexpensive and very con- 
venient arrangement for keeping tho 
cream where setters aro UBed. It was 



devised and first put into general use 
by W. K. Townsend, Amboy, I1L A 
burnt out oil barrel is commonly *sod. 
The wooden trough made from thrws 
pieces of board Is fitted and fastened 
to tho side of the parrel so as to' servo 
to conduct the freshly pumped water 
to tho bottom. A wire to prevent half 
filled cans from tipping over Is most 
conveniently fixed by fastening the 
middle of the wire a few inches from 
tho bottom of the wooden trough with 
a staple; then twist tho wire to the 
center of tho barrel and fasten the 
ends to the opposite sides, making 
room for three setters. The sticks, 
usually old broom handles, servo to 
keep cans In proper place; they pre- 
vent half filled cans from floating, 
and filled cans from- tipping or sink- 
ing too deep Into the water. Tho cut 
shows position of cans when filled and 
partially filled. Remember to havo 
overflow larger than Inlet. A con- 
ductor-head to fit tho pump can be ob- 
tained In most hardware stores for 60 
cents. Place the ,barrel in the shade 
of a tree or building; If standing in 
the sun, fit tho barrel with a cover 
and paint both white. By making 
room for three setters, this barrel is a 
convenient arrangement for cooling 
each amount of cream before mixing It 
with previous skimmings. To obtain 
tho best results in hot weather, a 
complete change of water in the bar- 
rel is necessary three or four times 
dally.

DANGER FROM THE 
HOUSE FLY PEST

the University of Illinois.- 
Tho houBe-fly pest Is dangerous to 
health, and tho cause of many deaths, 
especially of children, in summer 
time. To diminish thiB danger, keep 
the premises clean and kill the flies; 
and to avoid It entirely, induce neigh- 
bors and town authorities to do the 
aamc. Clean up. Keep clean, and 
kill tho fly, is the admonition of sci- 
ence to the houesholder, the commu- 
nity and the city or town. 

House-flies lay their eggs In a great, 
variety of decaying or fermenting 
substances— most frequently In the 
fresh manure of horses and cattlo in 
stabloa and barrjs, but often In kitch- 
en garbage also, and in other and 
more offensive household wastes. 
They hatch from the egg as footless, 
headless maggots which feed upon 
tho substances in which they were 
born. In the course of a few days 
tho maggot changes to a brown, oval, 
motionless object called ^ho pupa, 
and out of this comes the winged 
house-fly, soon ready to produce eggs 
for another generation. In hot weath- 
er tho egg may hatch, the maggot 
grow up and pupate, and tho winged 
fly come forth, all in from nine to 
fourteen days. In cool weather these 
changes go on more slowly. 

The winged fly lives mainly on 
fluid or semi-fluid foods, aomo of 
which aro of kinds most dangerous 
to human health. Thus flies may sip 
un the sputum of a person 111 with 
consumption, In which aro the germs 
by which that dlseaso is spread from 
ono person to another; they may 
feed on, the wastes of a sick room, 
and on other 'filth, and bo becomo 
fouled with fluids containing the 
germs of typhoid fever, or summer 
complaint and of dysentery; and then 
they may visit our houses, resUu- 
Ironts and groceries, crawling over the | also 



food which we are about to eat, load- 
ing a trail of dlseaso germB as they 
go, and they may infect tho milk and 
other fluids which we are about to 
drink. In- this way they often spread 
abroad the most serious diseases and 
cause the death • each year of hun- 
dreds and thousands of people, espe- 
cially of children, In summer time in 
cities and towns. • 

Although in the maggot stage the 
houae-fly may n bo of considerable 
service as a scavenger, it does at beet 
very "imperfectly what we ought not 
to leave to the chance operations of 
Insects, but should do systematically 
and thoroughly on our own account 
The winged fly, 1 on tho other hand, Is 
always a nuisance, and often a high- 
ly dangerous pest; and its destruc- 
tion is both a personal and a social 
duty. One who permits flies to en- 
ter his house or to get access to his 
food, Is guilty of negligence likely to 
Injure his own health nnd 'that of his 
family; one who . permits flies to 
'breed on his premises is to that ex- 
tent himself a dangerous member of 
society; nhd the community which 
does nothing to control the house-fly 
pest Is to thnt extent delinquent In 
tho discharge of Its duties toward Its 
people. Every person may, It Is true, 
protect himself in great measure, 
even If living In a negligent commu- 
nity, but only with considerable trou- 
ble and at unnecessary expense. Com- 
munity work ^necessary to complete 
success. 

In order that house-flies may live 
and multiply, 'the adults must find 
food for themselves and suitable 
places- and substances in which to 
lay their eggs; such substances must 
conilnue In a condition to servo as 
food for the maggots until these have, 
got their growth and hare changed to 
tho pupa; this jnfested material must 
not bo destroyed until the flies havo 
escaped from tho pupa and taken 
wing; and then, of courso, tho winged 
flies must live until they havo laid a 
new lot of eggs. If any one of these 
conditions can b* suppressed, the 
house-fly Itself will bo suppressed
